It rorn-ctly n-presenu my 
vlewa at the time, and I do tint now 
recall that 1 have changed them, 
though I alwavH n'sene the right to 
learn, and do not in any 
that I am free from error. 

Speech at Tobaec 

It ran not have escsped you that I 
have been subjected to rather caustic 
i-rltt. ism lu .ertaiii quarters because 
of my attitude on the tobacco situa- 
tion in Kentucky. Some people have 
gone so far as to say. and some few 
itepiiblicsna have said, that one hold 
lug such opinion as I expn ssed on a 
memorable occasion during the storm 
leal period of those troubles, was un- 
fit to be liovernor of the Stale, and 
that It would be a calamity to BBStV 
nate or elect me.

Situation at That Time. 

To recall the situation briefly to 
vour recollect lou : As you know. Ken- 
tucky Is an agricultural slate, and 
since the war has been nothing else 
lu the main Whatever affects the 
agricultural class or our population 
affects the welfare of the whole State. 
All writcre on political economy agn-e 
that the basis of wealth of any State 
is agriculture. It is peculiarly true of 
Kentucky. Bet In growing corn, wheat 
and oats we di so lu competition with 
the new fertile lauds, acquired al a 
cheap price, in the new Siatea west 
and northwest, where they raise more 
lo the acre, at less cost. Hence, they 
set the prices of those commodities 
and we must meet their prices, and 
what is a pmlitahle price to them Is 
a loalng one to us. 

I at meat stock depends In value on 
the prices of grain. Hence, they, too, 
control that market, at least. Ihe mar- 
ket set for them Is Ihe gauge by 
which we must sell. The result is, 
grain raising and live stock in Ken- 
tucky are not profitable. True, tin* 
are necessarily followed, and, In the 
aggn-gate. extenalvely. Dut we do 
not and can not make much headway 
producing thoae commodities alone.

tactics of their competitor. They de- 
termined to try the starving process 
themselves by cutting out the crop of 
IMS. 

At this crisis, simple In its plain 
and brief telling, but Intense in Inter- 
est and feeling at the time, a mob en- 
tered this city and destroyed w..re- 
and other property. One or 
persons were killed in the 
melee. Governor Beckham ordered 
troops to Hopkinsvllle to preserve the 
public jieaco and protect life and prop- 
erty. 

This waa the situation when Cov- 
emoi Wlllson came Into office. It 
was. Indeed, a grave situation. More 
trouble and in other quarters waa 
feared. How to wisely handle the 
situation was a most difficult ques- 
tion. 

Governor Willson Calls Conference. 

The Governor called a meeting of 
tobacco growers. Insurance men and 
representatives of the tobacco trust 
at Frankfort, which convened in De- 
cember of 1907. 1 understood it waa 
for the purpose of conferring, to 
agree. If ■ issible. upon terms by 
which the tnist would take over the 
pooled tobacco at some satisfactory 
price, and the farmers to 
aliandon the threatened cut out of the 
ISM cmp, thereby relieving the tense 
situation, when It was believed nor- 
mal conditions would be resumed. 

1 waa present at thla conference as 
S spectator. There were probably five 
hundred growers present, many of 
■ horn I knew personally, and knew to 
be citizens of the most Irreproachable 
iharacter and standing. The trust 
had several representatives present. 
The Insurance people were represent- 
ed. The Insurance Commissioner was 
present and acted as secretary of the 
meeting. 

The liovernor presided and ad- 
dressed the meeting at length several 
times. The comments at the morning 



In favor of the enforcement 
of the law. No violator of the law. 
however, whose case has come before 
BW aa a Judge, says that. Cnle^s the 
law Is supreme and Is fairly and justly 
enforced, our government can not 
stand, for It is only a government of 
law— the law alone Is supreme. 

But 1 am for the impartial enforce- 
ment of the law. against the mighty 
and Intelligent law breaker, aa well as 
against the Ignorant may swayed by 
bis pasaion. He is ill-acquainted with 
the spirit of the law who thinks lt 
Is an engine of punishment only, a 
means of vengeance. The end and 
purpose of all criminal law, and its 
main Justlncatlon. is that it may pre- 
vent crime and wrong 

He enforces the law best who exe- 
cutes It so as to prevent wrong. He 
would govern beat who would main- 
tain a state of peace and tranquility, 
rather than he who foments disturb- 
ances and then punishes the |>eople he 
has suffered to be moved to wrath and 
excess. 

I abhor the mob spirit -which Is the 
spirit of wreaking vengeance. It is 
horn of the baaer nature of rr.sn. Our 
statutes against It are severe — not 
too severe. 1 wish they could be more 
strictly enforced. Hut those statute*, 
then t ,tke ° ,h|, rs. must be enforced by 
lawful authority. At present that Is 
through the Circuit Courts, and by 
means of the county officials. 

1 would favor the vesting of power 
with the liovernor to Biis|>eud any 
peace onicer. until his case could be 
tried by the Senate, who suffered a 
mob to take life or destroy property 
In his Jurisdiction, and If I am elected 
f iovenior and such power is given me 
I will execute lt sternly.
